Valid dates from January through 
April will be the second, third and 
fourth Thursday of January, Feb¬ 
ruary and March, and the first, sec¬ 
ond and third Thursday of April. 

All butter coupons in ration book 

5 will remain valid until declared 
invalid. This includes coupons 90 
and 91 which are valid Dec. 28. 
Butter coupons in books 3 and 4 
expire on Dec. 31 along with all 
preserves and sugar coupons in 
those books.

OTTAWA.- Battlefront trends in, 
western Europe are being sharply re- j 
fleeted in an increased tempo for i 
Canadian war industry.. 

The current Allied reverses in Bel ! 
gium leave no doubt in the minds of 1 
observers here that there will be no 1 
let-down in the production schedule ‘ 
of Canadian war industry as a whole j 
in the early part of the new year. 

That means that the output of war 
plants will continue-as far as can 
he seen now at least the first three 
months of next year—at peak. Over¬ 
all 1944 production, when it is an¬ 
nounced, is expected to be only a 
small fraction below the peak year 
of 1943 and orders flooding plants 
within the past few weeks will step 
up that pace in the immediate future.

Admiralty Officials Say Document 
Must Be Kept Secret 

LONDON.- British admiralty offic¬ 
ials dug into their secret'files to de¬ 
termine whether the three British 
wireless operators who transmitted ] 
the historic Atlantic Charter meraor-1 
anda from the battleship Prince of j 
Wales were living or dead. 

The battleship was sunk by Jap¬ 
anese planes off Malaya Dec. 10. 1941.!

Ratepayers Want Municipal Hospital 

Voting better than three to one, the ratepayers 
in the Crows’ Nest Pass Municipal Hospital District 
have recorded their willingness to construct a mod¬ 
ern municipal hospital in the Crows’ Nest Pass.

If we 
have such a magnificent hospital, as some want to 
argue, what is the reason so many of our citizens 
have to go to the cities for hospitalization? It is sim¬ 
ply because we have not the facilities for taking care 
of them and they, of necessity, must go to a hospital 
possessing these facilities. Those who have had to 
go to city hospitals know the huge expense involved 
and most certainly are wide awake to the need of a . 
modern hospital in this area. 

Better Supervision Needed 

Parents are beginning to voice their disapproval 
of the manner in which the open air rink is being 
supervised. It appears that the little tots, for whom 
the rink was mainly constructed, are being pushed 
around by husky youths who desire more elbow 
room. ^ 

One Serious charge is being made that a few 
youths are guilty of playing cards, smoking and 
swearing in the cabins. If this is true then the coun¬ 
cil' and sports association should get to the bottom 
of the whole matter and stamp this practice out. Too 
many hoys who are crowding twenty years of age 
are using this rink. An age limit should be placed on 
those who may use the open air arena. All over that 
limit should be forced to go to the big arena. The 
same holds true at the big arena. Boys and girls un¬ 
der a certain age, unless accompanied by their father 
or mother, should not be allowed on the ice. 

Must Abide By The Rules 

In conversation the other day with a labor leader 
the remark was made that radical men in labor!, 
when responsibility was placed on their shoulders, 
soon became more moderate in their views and the 
question was asked as to what caused this?

You can¬ 
not try and run roughshod over everyone and expect 
to gain your point. There are rules to the game 
which all must adhere to. When sitting at the back 
iff the hall, that is something which is given little if 
any consideration, and that is the reason when a 
man, radical in his views, has very often to use mod¬ 
eration when he assumes office and responsibility.”
